Founder Is 
Laid To Rest 

Mrs. Annetta M. Carter, 
Aged 91, Dies Peacefully 
In Her Sleep 

Wild deer stepped shyly through 
the big pine trees surrounding 
"Carterhia” yesterday but no 
lumps of sugar awaited them. For 
Mrs. Annetta M. Carter, who fed 
the animals regularly for more 
than fifty years, was dead. 

Wife of Nathaniel Coburn Car¬ 
ter, Sierra Madre’s founder, Mrs. 
Carter died peacefully in her 
sleep Friday morning. She was 
91 years of age. 

Three generations of the Car¬ 
ter family were present at fun¬ 
eral services conducted Monday 
morning within the large old- 
fashioned "house on the hill," j 
built in 1882 and for years one 
of the landmarks of San Gabriel 
Valley. 

Sorrowing iriends and relatives 
-—more than one hundred of them 
—attended the simple final rites. 

Flowers from Mrs. Carter’s 
gardens — oleanders, hydrangeas 
and roses—were banked about the 
high-ceilinged parlor which, in 
former years, was the scene of 
many a brilliant social gathering. 

The casket, heaped with white ! 
oleanders from the garden of 
Mrs. Carter's daughter, Mrs. 
Julia F. Henszey, rested before 
the fireplace. 

Dozens of impressive floral 
pieces from friends and relatives 
swelled the array of blooms. 

H. B. Ayres read the Christian 
Science burial scripture, and Mrs. 
Stanley Wood sang "Abide with 
Me” and "O Gentle Presence." 
Mrs. Elizabeth Morgridge Mills 
accompanied her on the violin. 

Pallbearers, all grandsons and 
great-grandsons of Mrs. Carter, 
were Harry Little, William Sholes, 
Chester Sparey, Howard Little, 
Donald Sholes and Russell Lunn. 

Burial was in the Carter family 
plot in the Sierra Madre ceme¬ 
tery. 

Mrs. Carter leaves three daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. Julia F. Henszey, 700 
North Lima street; Mrs. A. Flor¬ 
ence Mead, Los Angeles, and Mrs. 
Anita E. Gregory, San Marino, 
and two sons, Arthur N. Carter, 
who has been living with his 
mother at "Carterhia,” and 
Phillip C. Carter, Eugene, Ore. 

The grand-children include Mrs. 
Mead's children, Mrs. Helen Lit¬ 
tle, Mrs. Mary Sholes and Mrs. 
Florence Sparey; Mrs. Gregory's 
children, Carter, James and Theo¬ 
dore Gregory, and Arthur Car- | 
ter’s children, Paul, Robert and 
Annetta Carter. 

There are nine great-grand-! 
children, Elizabeth Lunn, Howard 
Little, William, Donald and Jack ' 
Sholes, Virginia and John Sparey 
and Mary Lou Carter. 

One of the last of Sierra 
Madre’s pioneers, Mrs. Carter was 
born in Lowell, Mass., where she 
spent her childhood and where j 
she was married on her 18th 
birthday. 

Given a year to live by his 
doctor, Mr. Carter came to Cali¬ 
fornia In 1871. A year later he 
sent for his family and they 
passed their first winter in Cali¬ 
fornia in the little town of Dan¬ 
ville, north of Sacramento. 

The following spring they made 
what Mrs. Carter always refer¬ 
red to as their "camping trip” — 
the journey from San Francisco 
to San Bernardino by covered 
wagon. A team of broncos pulled 
the creaking, lurching wagon and 
the trip—now an overnight train- 
ride or a few hours by air— | 
consumed three weeks. The wagon 
was fitted with bunks, but thanks 
to the hospitality of ranch-owners 
along the way, the family rarely

Willard Hearn Weds

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Controversy Rages Over 
l All Year Operation Of 
Wistaria Vine Gardens 

Council Seeks Amity At Conference With Protesting Neigh- 
hois And Owner Of Property, Who Declares Grounds 
Will Be Kept Open, Though Concessions Made 

F OLLOWING the filing of complaints with the city council 
against year-around operation of the Wistaria Vine Gardens 
and against appropriation of city funds to advertise the vine 
by residents in the immediate neighborhood of the Wistaria Vine 
Gardens, the council, sitting as a committee of the whole, conferred 
with Mrs. W. J. Lawless, owner of the gardens, and seven of the 
complaining residents Wednesday night in an effort to work out 
an amicable adjustment of the matter. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, which consumed two hours, 
the council announced that for the time being the matter would 
be left in the hands of Mrs. Lawless and the protestants, who will 
try to settle their differences on a mutually agreeable basis. 

Questioned after the conference as to he future plans, Mrs. 
Lawless stated that the gardens will remain open the year-round. 

During the conference Mrs. Lawless agreed to make “certain 
concessions." One of these, it is understood, will be the holding of 
major musical events at the garden only during the time of the 
annual Wistaria Fetes in future. 

It was also stated that Mrs. Lawless’ attorneys have looked into 
the question of zoning restrictions relative to the Scenic Point 
neighborhood and are understood to be of the opinion that inasmuch 
as the city’s zoning law which was supposedly in effect at the time 
Mrs. Lawless purchased the property, was invalid, her position on 
this score is unassailable, legally. 

City Attorney Dunn pointed out that the gardens are in zone 
A, according to the city’s zoning ordinance which was passed in 
1923, and has since been declared invalid. He said that under this 
ordinance, dwellings, tenements, railroad passenger stations, hotels, 
private clubs, public or semi-public institutions of a philanthropic 
or educational nature, boarding houses and churches may be 
erected in zone A. 

He declared that the gardens have a priority claim, having been 
established prior to the adoption of the zoning ordinance. The or¬ 
dinance, however, prohibits the altering or enlarging of existing 
buildings in the zone. 

Ail of the protestants stressed the fact that they had no objec¬ 
tion to the Wistaria Fete which, as Sidney Jewell said, “everybody 
enjoys and approves of." 

It was further learned that the council does not now contem¬ 
plate allocating any of the city’s advertising fund to the Wistaria 
association. 

A letter from Mrs. Lawless, setting forth her side of the ques¬ 
tion, and letters from the protesting neighbors were submitted to 
the councilmen Wednesday night. The various letters, which were 
used as a basis of discussion, appear below, with Mrs. Lawless' 
letter to the Council in the next column.

"Protests in these letters defi¬ 
nitely. thought unintentionally, I 
am sure, misinterpret the facts 
pertaining to the Wistaria Vine 
property, creating confusion in 
the minds of the uninformed 
Therefore, the following state¬ 
ments are respectfully submitted 
for your consideration. 

"The protests insofar as they 
relate to land use are based on 
the premise that the neighborhood 
is strictly residential. I offer that 
this is not true, since the Vine 
corner has been a source of reve¬ 
nue to Mrs. Fennel for many 
years, this revenue deriving from 
commercial activities undertaken 
by lessees operating under leases j 
with years, not Spring periods, as 
a basis, ami antedating the zoning 
law ot 1923. 

"The only deed restriction on 
the property provides against its 
use for sanitarium purposes. Mrs. 
Fennel undertook the all-year 
round operation of tea room ser¬ 
vice and the Fireman's Club used 
the premises for social gatherings 
between Fetes. Mrs. Fennel has 
written congratulations on my de¬ 
velopment of a beauty spot open 
for the enjoyment of visitors all 
the year, something she was not 
financially able to do. 

"Furthermore, the Vine estate, 
always, as now. privately owned, 
is definitely property clothed with 
a public interest. Your recogni¬ 
tion of this fact is shown in your 
contributions to former lessees of 
the Vine, and your predecessors 
followed the same policy, recog¬ 
nizing that practically every insti¬ 
tution and organization in the 
city has benefited financially from 
the Wistaria Vine to an estimated 
amount of at least twenty-five 
thousand dollars In the twenty 
years of its public use. This sum 
of money helped to finance the 
physical properties of local or¬ 
ganizations (for instance the 
lower floor of the city hall used 
by the Firemen's Club) and 
strengthened civic, philanthropic 
and cultural efforts. 

"In short our community life 
has been enriched at every point, 
materially and aesthetically by 
our Nationally famous Vine and 
its fortunate placement on Scenic 
Point, which in itself is a civic 
asset rightfully regarded as a 
heritage of all our citizens. It is 
well known that the former own¬ 
er received a rental amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. The 
commercial use of this property 
since 1916 is thus defined. 

"Since a very large number of 
the two thousand eight hundred 
summer visitors this year to the 
Vine have been pridefully brought 
In by local residents, it is evident 
that our own people have appre¬ 
ciated the privilege of enjoying 
the Vine for an extended period, 
as they are now able to do. One 
of the nearest neighbors of the 
Vine has also brought friends on 
numerous occasions to enjoy the 
beauty of the garden. 

"The status of the Wistaria 
Vine as Sierra Madre's chief ad¬ 
vertising medium is acknowledged 
not only locally but Nationally, 
for example a statement by an

Letters addressed to the city 
council complaining against 
year-around operation of the Wis¬ 
taria Vine Gardens and conduct 
there of an eating place and pro- 
te ting against the appropriation 
by the council of any public funds 
for the advertisement of the gar¬ 
dens or their upkeep were re¬ 
sponsible for Wednesday's meet¬ 
ing of the Council. 

The written complaints and ob¬ 
jections were signed by four resi¬ 
dents whose homes are in closest 
proximity to the gardens. They 
were from Col. and Mrs. H. B. 
Horsey, who live immediately 
above the gardens on North Her- 
mosa avenue; Sidney Jewel, who 
lives directly across the street 
from the Hersey estate: Dr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Scoins who live di¬ 
rectly opposite the gardens on 
West Carter avenue; Paul Barks¬ 
dale D’Orr whose home adjoins 
the Scoins estate on the east and 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl C, Wilcox, 
whose home is immediately west 
and adjoining the Floray Valley 
side of the gardens. In addition 
to those letters Col. Hersey ap¬ 
peared in person to protest. 

In his oral protest Col Hersey 
complained that production of the 
opera "I Pagliaccia” had disturbed 
the rest of the neighbors and 
kept children awake until an un¬ 
seasonable hour and that the 
daily coining and going of visitors 
was detrimental to the neighbor¬ 
hood. Operation of a public eat¬ 
ing place in a choice residential 
neighborhood was entirely out of 
place, he said. 

The Herseys in their letter pro¬ 
tested against the establishment 
and maintenance of “a restau¬ 
rant and theatre" at Scenic Point 
declaring that "such activities are 
entirely unsuited to the neigh¬ 
borhood and should be discontin¬ 
ued." They asked that the rights 
of the property owners in the 
district be protected. 

Complaining of the noise from 
the performances and from the 
parking lot, which is situated 
just below their home in Floral 
Valley, Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox said 
they thought the property should 
be restricted exclusively to resi¬ 
dential purposes. 

Both Mr. D'Orr and Mr. Jewell 
said they had received letters 
from Mrs. Lawless informing 
them that she had asked the city 
to appropriate public fund: to the 
Wistaria Association on the 
theory that the improvements and 
operation of the gardens is a 
benefit to the taxpayers. 

Both Mr. D’Orr and Mr. Jewell 
protested against the city approp¬ 
riating money to the Wistaria 
Association which, they declared, 
was operating a "private" enter¬ 
prise. Mr. D'Orr said it would be 
"an arrogant and indefensible at¬ 
titude” if Scenic Point homeown¬ 
ers generally asked the city to 
“subsidize expenses of landscap¬ 
ing and beautifying llieir property. 
He said he "did not imagine” that 
Prof. Oskar Soiling had asked the 
city "to help him” with hi sSeil- 
ing Garden theatre. 

In his letter Mr. D’Orr said: 

"Mrs. Lawless’ property and en¬ 
terprises are of a private nature.

A crisp nut 
mixture is added to vanilla ice cream 
when it is half frozen, and the fin¬ 
ished dessert blends the crisp mix¬ 
ture with ice cream to produce a 
dessert which is a treat.

Following her husband’s death 
in 1904, management of “Carter- 
hia" and the surrounding estate 
rested almost completely oh Mrs. 
Carter’s capable shoulders. 

A “homebody” according to 
present-day standards, Mrs. Car¬ 
ter was a keen amateur gardener 
supervising with a practiced eye 
the tending of her beloved rose 
garden, on the terrace in front 
of the big house, and many trees 
which she and her husband plant¬ 
ed throughout the estate. 

An excellent cook, she regaled 
her family with all the tried and 
true “down east Yankee” dishes. 

One of her hobbles, which she 
maintained up to the very last, 
was the feeding of the wild deer 
and quail, although she some¬ 
times wished the deer wouldn’t 
take such a fancy to her choice 
rosebushes. 

In recent years Mrs. Carter’s 
eyesight failed her, but this was 
no handicap to a woman of Mrs. 
Carter’s capabilities. She mastered 
the Moon system of "touch” read¬ 
ing and regularly received con¬ 
signments of the huge books, each 
page of which was stamped with 
raised letters rather than being 
printed. The books were sent to 
Mrs. Carter from the state 11- 
brarv at Sacramento.

The rich variety of fruits, berries 
and vegetables which ripen at this 
time makes the homemaker want 
to can them so that their enjoy¬ 
ment may be extended the year 
around. 

Canned berries are especially 
tempting as a simple winter dessert. 
To prepare the syrup to go on them, 
place 1 cup sugar and 1 cup water 
in a saucepan. Heat until sugar is 
dissolved. Do not boil. Pick over ber¬ 
ries (this method applies to any 
berries except strawberries), wash 
in a sieve, handling carefully so as 
not to bruise them. Place berries in 
the jar lightly and shake down. Do 
not mash. Run a spatula down the 
sides of the jar, and pour syrup over 
the berries. Place in a 276 degree 
oven for 35 minutes. 

Cherries are excellent prepared 
in this way. They take about 30 
minutes. A 275 degree oven is used 
for all oven canning. 

Apricot* nnd peaches require 35 
minutes in the oven. Canning them 
with the skins left on adds to their 
nutritional value. 

An excellent way to can tomatoes 
is to loosen their skins with hot wa¬ 
ter, peel and cut out core. Place 
whole tomatoes in jars and cover to 
within a half inch of the top with a 
pure* made by putting chopped to¬ 
matoes through a aieve. The oven 
time for this operation is 40 min¬ 
utes. 

Before placing Jars in the oven, 
seal tightly, then loosen 1 inch. Alt¬ 
ar they come from the oven, com¬ 
plete th* seal. 

When canning is done In an elec¬ 
tric range oven, there is the added 
advantage of coolness. All the heat 
atays inside the oven due to the 
superior insulation. Even though 
the range is used for a whole day’s 
canning, it adda little heat to the 
temperature of the kitchen.
